In Britain, the factory worker has nothing to worry about, except how to pay the crushing taxes needed for the upkeep of 
their socialism. In Russia and China, the people have paid for their security with the much higher price of personal liberties. 

In view of the ultimate results of socialism and some of the sad examples in the world today we have no choice but to stop 
this trend toward socialism. Our economy is already bogging down because of excessive taxes, If we continue as we are, we cannot 
hope to compete with the thriving, capitalistic countires such as Japan and United States. We must stop socialism before it stops us.
